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PURPOSE — The  purpose  of  these  Conversation 
Circles  is  to  assist  every  sincere  and  earnest  dis- 
ciple of  Christ  to  develop  the  art  of  normal, 
natural,  every-day  conversation  with  others 
about  Christ.  This  is  the  imperative  need  of 
the  church,  and  the  necessary  condition  to  a 
genuine  revival. 

PRAYER — All  members  of  the  Circle  should 
have  on  their  personal  prayer  lists  the  names  of 
definite  persons  whom  they  would  win  to  Christ. 
Without  this  kind  of  prayer  no  revival  is  pos- 
sible. 

PEAN — Every  pastor  should  use  this  leaflet  to 
train  his  unit  or  group  leaders  so  that  each 
leader  will  in  turn  train  the  members  of  his  unit 
or  group  to  talk  together  about  Christ,  and  then 
to  talk  to  others  who  are  not  Christians  in  order 
to  win  them  to  Christ.  The  pastor  is  not  to 
preach.  The  leader  is  not  to  consume  time  but 
to  lead  the  conversation.  The  object  is  to  develop 
religious  conversation.  This  leaflet  should  also  be 
used  in  a Sunday  school  board  to  inspire  Sunday 
school  teachers  .to  become  soul  winners.  So  also 
in  every  group  in  the  church. 

Avoid  controversy ; develop  conversation. 

Pray  intensely ; plan  carefully. 

Dare  big  things  for  Christ. 

Despise  not  to  train  one  person.

Is  it  possible  for  you  to  believe  in  Him  unless  you 
help  Him  do  His  work?
